Son read a different. version of the Report than the one on my desk? 
Perhaps not, but those aren't. exactly the words I normally use to 
describe the Report! 


Everyone has asubiess heard of Wast Virginia's enigmitic "Moth- 
man," but do you realise thet such "fiying man" reports have been 
acound for inany: years? A’short, but exceilent, resume of such re- 
‘ports is in the May 4th issue of "National Enquirer’ s" regular 
"Strange Happenings" column. Although author credit is not given, 
it was written by Charles F, Flood of albany, Oregon. "Chuck" has done 
a magnificent job of exhuming the complete accounts of UFOs and © 
Fortean phenomena which were cited by Fort in his four books. In 

addition, he has uncovered a great deal of original, unpublicized mat= 
“‘erial. This issue of the " Enquirer" also contains a very good artic~ 
le detailing a UFO landing and "burn" case near Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
on february 7, 1969.) 


@pe May issue of "Saga" contains an article by Otto Binder on the 
UFO Symposium which took place in Washington, D. C, on Jyly 29, 1968. 
Binder presents excerpts from the statements of the scientists who 
testified before the Committee.

Saturn, the ringed planct, is now too. near the sun to be visible. 


The Lyria meteor shower rexched its maximum on April 22nd. 
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The Planet Mers (Part I) 
_as the planet Murs nears the earth, we will take a look at some 

of the facts and-mysteries surrounding it. The fourth plenet from 

the. sun, it is.considerably smaller than the earth, having a diameter 

of some 4,215 miles. Its average distance from the sun is 141,000,000 

miles. The revolution period arowmd the sun is slightly less than two 
erth yenrs. The enrth overtakes the red planet every two years: und two 

months. At this time it is in opposition to the earth: that is, Mars, 

the unrth and the sun are in a straight line, with Mars rising at 

sunset and passing directly overhead at midnight. The current opposi-— 

tion will occur on Jyne.9,-1969, with the planet'at a distance of. 

only 44,600,000 miles from earth. At this time even a small telescope 

(4 inches in diameter. or larger) will ‘show the icé caps, dark areas 

and sometimes even the formation .of clouds over the planet. 


fhe rotation périod of Mérs is quite close to that of earth--24 
hours end 37 minutes, -Tpe period of tre southern summer on Mars is 
160 @ays, the northern spring; 199 days and the northern’ autumn some 
-146 days. with northern summer lasting 182 days. The southern winter 
is longest and coldest with the temperature falling to over 100 deg- 
recCS trlow zero. Ag Spring coucs to the pianet, the ice ceps begin 
to shrink or melt; the dark areas begin to ‘take on a. blue-green color 
and continue to darken during the Martian summer.
